Sri Chitra Home. 
1. Recorded . 

2. Management -The management of the Home was vested 
in a Committee consisting of : 

(a ) Minister in charge of matters relating to Sri Chitra 
Home (President) 

( b ) Secretary to Government, E. H. L. S. G. Department 
(c) Finance Secretary to Government 
( d ) District Collector , Trivandrum 
( e) Superintendent, General Hospital, Trivandrum 

(f) Commissioner , Corporation of Trivandrum . 
3. Establishment :-The establishment of the Home remained 
practically the sameas in the previous year. 

4. Inmates : - The number of inmates at the beginning of the 
period was 167 consisting of 39 orphans, 52 voluntary destitute 
adults and 76 convicted persons under the Travancore Preven 
tion of Begging Act XIII of 1120. During the period under 
report 575 persons were admitted in the Home and 407 were 
released. Two persons died in the hospital while undergoing 
treatment. The strength at the close of the period was 333 . 
The institution has been able to show steady progress through 
out the year in all items of work especially in standard of 
health and cleanliness among the inmates . 

5 . Medical arrangement :-Dr. K. Kesavan Nair, Asst. 
Surgeon continued as part-timemedical officer. 

6. Feeding:—The average number fed daily was 288 and the 
average cost for feeding an inmate twice a day amounted to 
annas 4 only . The total number of persons fed was 1,05,305. 

7. Donations and Contributions : The Homewas in receipt of 
a sum of Rs. 64-13-7 as donation from Visitors and continued 
to receive pakarchas due to Lt. Col. Godavarma Raja from 
Sree Padmanabha Swamy Temple during festivals for distri 
bution among inmates. The Seethalekshmi Ammal Annadana 
Bhavan continued to defray the expenses of the morning Kanji 
served to the inmates . 

8. Education :-Instruction in arts and crafts was imparted 
to the inmates. Eighteen inmates of the Home were attending 
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various English Schools in the City. Weaving , gardening and 
tailoring were actually functioning . There was a net profit 
of nearly Rs. 4040 under these items including the lease of the 
usufruct of the trees in the Home. 

9. Finance :-A sum of Rs. 32000 was received from Govern 
ment as grant for the year 1953-54. The total receipts and 
expenditure of the Homeduring the period were Rs. 43289-11-9 
and Rs . 43642-5-2 respectively . The accounts will be audited 
by the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts. The Endowment 
Fund amounted to Rs. 105802-11-6 at the end of 1953-54. 

S. M S. Dharmalayam , Ulloor 
1. Recorded . 

2. Management: The Committee constituted for the 
management of the Sri Chitra Home, Trivandrum was also the 
committee of management of this institution . 

3. Inmates :-Strength of the home during the period under 
report is 30 and the average cost of feeding an inmate twice a 
day was annas 44 only . 

4. Contribution : usual, SeethalekshmiAmmal Annadana 
Bhavan defrayed the expenses of the morning Kanji supplied 
to the inmate. A sum of Rs. 40-1-7 was contributed by Lt. 
Col. Godavarma Raja for a feast on Thiru Onam Day. 

5. Finance :—The institution is self supporting and its 
expenses are met from the interest of the endowment fund. 
No grant or donations were received during the period under 
report. The total receipts and expenditure for the period were 
Rs. 7011-4-6 and Rs. 6762-13-10 respectively. The endowment 
fund amounted to Rs. 2,69,942-1-5 at the end of 1952-53 and 
it vested with the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments .

2. As usual the poor were given Kanji on all Mondays and 
Fridays. Feeding of Kanji was conducted on 104 days during 
the year.

1. Recorded . 

2. Sri V. K. Madhava Menon continued to be in charge of 
the Department during the period under review . 

3. There were 36 Veterinary hospitals , 22 Dispensaries and 12 
Stockman stations working during the year. A new hospital 
was started at Alwaye on 1-2-1954 . Altogether 1,45,307 cases 
were treated and 5275 surgical operations conducted in the year 
of report. 

4. There was acute shortage of qualified Veterinarians for 
appointment in the Department so that many posts had to be 
kept vacant. The scales of pay of the Veterinary Surgeons were 
raised from Rs. 125-175 and Rs. 100-125 to Rs. 175-225 and 
125-175 respectively with a view to attract more candidates to 
take up appointment in the Department. The pay of the 
Specialists viz., the Livestock Development Officer and the Dise 
ase Investigation Officer was also raised to Rs. 225-275 . The 
Government were able to secure two seats in the Madras 
Veterinary College for the students belonging to this state. 

5. The work relating to the prevention and control of con. 
tagious diseases was attended to by the Research Officer with 
the assistance of the Veterinary Surgeons and the Disease 
Investigation Officer. The Research Officer , Veterinary Diagnos. 
tic Laboratory concentrated his attention on the detection and 
eradication of contagious diseases . 

6. The Disease Investigation scheme financed by the Indian 
Council of Agricultural Research has started in June 1953, on 
the return of the Officer from the Indian Veterinary Research 
Institute, after training. Work contemplated in the technical 
programme was taken up . 

7. The two Dairy cum breeding farms at Ollukara, Trichur 
and at Kodappanakunnu, Trivandrum continued to function 
during the period . A fresh stock of 7 Scindhi cows and 9 
Scindhi heifers was added to the stock in the Dairy Farm , 
Kodappanakunnu . During the year , a goat section was also 
started in the Dairy Farm , Kodappanakunnu with a 
foundation stock of 12 Jamnapari does and 3 bucks got down 
from Ettawa. 
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8. The development schemes started during the previous 
years such as the Pilot Key Village Scheme, the Key Farm 
Centres and the Goat Improvement Scheme were continued 
during the year with satisfactory results . Thege gchemes were 
partly financed by the Indian Council of Agricultural Research 
or the Government of India . 

9. With a view to improving the Dairy Industry in the State 
the Dairy Development Officer was deputed to U.K. for advanced 
training in Dairy Husbandry under the Colombo Plan. 

10. Scindhi stud bulls were continued to be stationed in 
the various Veterinary Hospitals and in different parts of the 
Trivandrum City . Government stud bulls were also issued to 
private parties under grant- in -aid system . Besides , grant was 
given to local bodies and private individuals for the maintenance 
of stud bulls . 

11. In order to bring home to the people the value of mineral 
mixture as a cattle food, a scheme was devised to purchase and 
sell to the ryots , mineral mixture at concessional rate of 2/3 
the cost price. During the year under review a quantity of 
six tons of Churn brand mineral mixture was purchased and 
arrangements were made for sale to the ryots, through the 
Veterinary hospitals . It is found that there is great demand 
from the public 

cat food . 
12. In the field of Poultry Development also, satisfactory 
progress was shown . The Poultry Development Scheme 
subsidised by the Indian Council of Agricultural Research con 
tinued to work satisfactorily during the year. A new Poultry 
Farm was started at Kodappanakunnu in May 1953 with a 
foundation stock of 120 birds belonging to the Rhode Island 
Red , the White Leghorn and the Barred Plymouth Rock Breeds. 
The Poultry unit working at Pettah was shifted to Kodappana 
kunnu and 32 birds available there were added to the stock of 
the Poultry Farm , Kodappanakunnu. A Poultry Unit was also 
opened at the Quilon Veterinary Hospital on 29-3-1954 with a 
stock of 10 pullets and 2 Cockerals of the Rhode Island breed . 

13. The total receipts and expenditure of the Department 
for the year amounted to Rs. 98,431 and Rs. 5,40,350 respec 
tively . 

14. Government take this opportunity to place on record 
their gratitude to the Indian Council of Agricultural Research 
and the Government of India , Ministry of Food and Agriculture 
(Agri) for the valuable advice and assistance they have rendered 
in working out the various live stock improvement scheme in 
this State .

AWARD 
This is an award passed on a petition filed by Messrs. A. Balan 
and Sankaranarayanan , two workmen employed in the S. V. 
Cashewnut Factory , Kilikollur, Quilon under Section 33A of 
the Industrial Disputes Act (Central Act XIV ) of 1947 and it 
is registered as Industrial Dispute No. 5 of 1954. The Manag 
ing Partner of S. V. Cashew Factory has filed objection. The 
petitioners have examined one witness and the Managing 
Partner has examined one witness and filed Exs. I to IV . 

It is alleged in the petition filed by the workers that they 
were elected on 20-12-1953 as members of the Managing Com 
mittee of All Kerala Cashewnut Factory Workers Federation 
and ever since they were doing trade union activities and after 
knowing this fact, the Management had enmity towards them 
and that on 15-1-1954 , they were suspended for 4 days on the 
pretext that they did not attend work in time. This is a viola 
tion of provisions of Section 33 of the Act since Industrial 
Dispute ÎNo. 15 of 1951 is pending adjudication and suspension 
was effected without getting written permission of the Tribunal, 
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In the objection the management while admitting that they 
have suspended the workmen for four days without permission 
of the Tribunal, it is strongly contended that there was serious 
misconduct on the part of the workmen and to enforce discipline 
in the factory the workmen had to be punished . 

I will consider the merits of punishment meted out to the 
workmen first. To prove that on 14-1-1954, the workmen had 
disobeyed the legitimate orders of the management and did 
not do work in the afternoon Mr. Palppu relies on the deposi 
tion of EW1, who was the Factory Manager, and Exs. I — III. 
The contention of the management is that on 14-1-1954 , when 
Balan, Sankaranarayanan , Ayyan and Pappu who were engaged 
in a particular section in the Cashew Factory were asked to 
continue the work in the afternoon , Balan and Sankara 
narayanan , the petitioners, along with two others refused to 
continue the work. When the maistry in charge reported the 
matter to the Factory Manager he called for explanation and 
the petitioners refused to submit explanation and the other two 
workmen submitted explanation which is marked as Ex. III. 
Ex. II is the notice calling for explanation . The management 
reported the matter to the Labour Officer on 15-1-1954 and this 
letter is marked as Ex . IV . EW1 also swears likewise. Even 
though Balan who was examined as WW1 denies the refusal, 
admits that they did not go for work in the afternoon in time. 
He says in his deposition

So it is admitted by Balan as wwi that he did not go for work 
in time but went after 5 minutes. I don t know whether he 
had got a watch at that time. The only excuse according to 
him is that he was expecting Ayyan who was taking coffee. 
excuse submitted in justification of that. The workers should 
be punctual and systematic in duty and loyalty towards work 
should be the first concern for workmen . In view of this 
admission on the part of the workmen I overlook the irregular 
procedure adopted by the management in making enquiry under 
Standing Orders. I find in my experience that some of the 
employers especially , in the Cashew Industry do not adhere to 
the procedure laid down in the Standing Orders before taking 
action against workmen and they also ignore the provision of 
Industrial Disputes Act also . It is good that such employers 
remember that the time has passed long ago when workers 
were considered as chattels, and could be treated as they liked . 

Eventhough the employer did not obtain permission, I don t 
take a serious view of the matter in view of the misconduct of

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the workmen and the lightness of the punishment already in 
flicted . Under the circumstances I dismiss the petition and pass 
the award.

INTERIM AWARD 
In the above dispute, the President of the High Range 
Estate Employees Association (which will be mentioned as 
Association hereinafter) has filed a petition on 27-1-1955 for an 
interim relief. Notice was ordered and the management as 
well as the Thiru -Cochi Thottam Thozhilali Union (which will 
be mentioned as Union ) were called upon to file objection on 
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31-1-1955 and it was posted for evidence and argument to 
1-2-1955. The Management as well as the Union filed state 
ment of objection on 10-2-1955 and 3-2-1955 respectively. On 
behalf of the Association two witnesses were examined and on 
behalf of the Union two witnesses were examined . The peti 
tion was heard on 10-2-1955 and on 15-2-1955 . 

The Association in the application for interim relief con 
tended that the workers represented by them were on strike 
for more than three months and were under going untold hard 
ship and as such interim award has to be passed regarding 
fixation of some task in cleaning paths and bushes and also 
directing the management to pay two months wages to all 
workmen as advance to be adjusted in future. The manage 
ment has contended that fixation of task is not a matter in 
issue in the main dispute and hence there could not be interim 
relief and since the stike was illegal and unjustifiable, the 
management should not be asked to encourage such a strike by 
party subsequently does not object to the fixation of task but 
in their statement they have questioned the justifiability of the 
strike. 

On 15-2-1955 when it was posted for completing the argu 
ments, the management and the Association has filed a joint 
petition which reads as follows: 
" 1. The Management agrees to pay as an advance Rs. 35 

(Rs. Thirty five only ) to each worker. 
2. The amount mentioned above will be recovered by the 

Management in six equal monthly instalments, the 
first instalment to be recovered on 7th May 1955 and 

thereafter in each succeeding months . 
3. The workmen agree to return to work atonce at any 

rate not later than the 21st February 1955 . 
4. The petition and objection are withdrawn without pre 

judice to either parties contentions in the main dispute. 
It is prayed that an order may be passed in the above 

terms" . 
This petition which is a compromise petition in effect is 
signed by the representative of the Management as well as the 
High Range Estate Employees Association and their Advocates 
and is conducive to industrial peace for the time. I accept 
this and pass the interim award in terms specified in the joint 
petition.

Market Bye- laws. 

PUBLIC MARKETS. 
1. The market shall be open to all persons without distinction 
of caste or creed . 

2. The market shall be open from sunrise to sunsct on such 
days of the week as may benotified in the Gazette by the Director 
of Panchayats. 

3. The Panchayat may farm the market as a whole or in parts 
for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject to 
the following conditions : 

(a) Thestalls shall be leased or let outby auction to thehighest 
bidder for a period not exceeding one year as the Panchayatmay from 
time to timeresolve upon , by the Executive Authority or any one 
authorised by him in this behalf. 

(b ) The Executive Authority or the officer authorised by him 
may also lease or let for trade sites or standings within the market 
premises by auction to the highest bidder. 

(c) Open spaces will be left for the sale of petty articles to 
the extent the ground would permit . 

(d) The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
whole term , andwhen leton themonthly payment system one month s 
rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest money and 
the rent for every month shallbe paid in the Panchayat Office before 
the 15th of that month, in default of which the license and the original 
deposit shall be liable to be forfeited and the stalls, sites or standings 
shall be resold , and the licensee shall be held responsible for any loss 
which may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private 
contract. The licensee shall also be liable to be evicted. Allamounts 
due from the licensee shall be recoverable under the provisionsof the 
Revenue Recovery. Act. 
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All articles brought into the market for sale in open space 
reserved for sale of petty articles by casual vendors shall be charged 
with an admission fee according to the rates prescribed in the 
schedule below . 

The fees prescribed in the schedule below shall be paid at the 
entrance of the market to the Officer appointed by the Executive 
Authority or to the lessee or his authorised agent for the purpose 
and a receipt obtained from him . 

5. Any person found carrying on sale within the market premises 
without a license under bye-law 3 or receipt under bye- law 4 shall be 
summarily ejected . 

6. All articles brought into the market shall be sold or exposed 
for sale in stalls , shops, standings or other places set apart by the 
Executive Authority from time to time for the purpose of selling 
such articles . 

7: Any person guilty of a breach of any of these bye-lawsand 
conditions of his license shall be liable to have his license suspended 
or withdrawn at the discretion of the Executive Authority and to be 
evicted from the market under the direction of the Executive 
Authority or Officer authorised by him . 

8. Every tenant of a stall, shop or standing who shall employ 
another person to carry on his business at such stall, shop or standing 
on his behalf and as his agentshall register with the Executive Autho 
rity and from time to time keep so registered the name of every 
employee who may be for the timebeing deputed to act for him as 
aforesaid . 

9. A tenant or occupier of a stall or holding shall on demand 
by the Executive Authority remove outside the market precincts or 
to such place as the Executive Authority may direct any hamper , 
box , barrel or other receptacle which he has so disposed as in the 
opinion of the Executive Authority to obstruct the public way or 
over crowd the stall or interfere with due ventilation . 

10. No putrid or unwholesome article of consumption shall be 
allowed to be exposed or sold in the market. The Executive 
Authority shall under such general orders as the Panchayat may 
from time to time pass, be at liberty to summarily remove or destroy 
all such articles and the lessee or the owner shall have no claim for 
compensation for any loss arising therefrom . 

11. No article , the storing or sale of which shall not be done 
without a license either from the Panchayat or from the Government 
shall be brought into the market for sale without such license . 

12. Articles prohibited to be sold shall not be brought into the 
market. 

No person shall assign or sub -let or otherwise part with 
possession of any stall or shop or standing to another, 
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14. No person resorting to the market shall spoil or make the 
place dirty or insanitary . 

15. Any person resorting to the market as a buyer or seller or 
as a cooly shall always comply with all lawfuldirections of the Exc 
cutive Authority and other officers authorised by him . 

16. The Executive Authority or servants of Panchayat may 
expel from the premises any person who is found there drunk or 
begging or loitering or who misconducts himself or is a lunatic or 
who in any way infringes any of these bye-laws and may prevent 
such person from further carrying on any trade or business in the 
market or occupying any building, shop , stall or standing therein , 
if he is a tenant, occupier or vendor , or an agent or servant of any of 
these persons. 

17. Servants employed by the Panchayat in the Public market 
are forbidden to ask for or receive any gratuity in money or otherwise 

PRIVATE MARKET. 
18. The license fee for a private market shall be regulated by the 
area covered by the market as shown in the schedule annexed . 

19. A license may be granted for the use ofany private place as 
a market or shop for sale of animals, meat or fish or as a market for 
sale of fruit or vegetables : 

(1) When the proposal to use the place for the said purpose 
having been notified to the public at least 7 days and all written ob 
jections thereto by persons resident within 50 yards of the site having 
been duly considered, the Panchayat approve of the proposal and the 
site; 

(ii) When there is no privy, latrine, urinal , dust-bin burning 
ground or rubbish or nightsoil depot within 50 feet of the proposed 

(uit) When there is no similar market within one mile of the 
proposed site ; 

(iv ) When previous approval is obtained for the proposal from 
the Director of Panchayats . 

20. A license may be granted for the use of a private place as a 
market or shop for meat or fish or as a market for the sale of fruit or 
vegetables only on the following conditions : 

(1) That the licensee keep on the premises such supply of 
water and such movable receptacles for refuse, and such buckets 
shovels , brooms and other implements for cleaning purposes and for 
use in case of fire as the Panchayat from time to time prescribe 
and that hemaintains the same always clean and in good repair;

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(ii) That the licensee cause the floor or pavements and 
furniture of his market or shop to be thoroughly washed down and 
blood , rubbish and garbage to be removed from the premises within 
two hours of the close of each day s business ; 

(iii) That the licensee of a market employ or keep on duty 
at such market for so longas it is open to the public so many peons as 
may be prescribed by the Panchayat in the license for the purpose of 
maintaining order and preventing nuisances or obstructions in the 
market or in the approaches thereto ; 

(iv) That the licensee of a market charge for the use of the 
market nothing more than the maximum fees fixed for a public 
market ; 

(v) That the licensee shall use the market for the sale of only 
such articles for which the license is granted and that no part of 
the market shall be used for any purpose other than that specified in 
the license; 

( vi ) That the licensee shall put up notice boards specifying 
the articles for the sale of which the various stalls or shops are set 
apart and used ; 

( vii ) That the licensee shall at all reasonable hours give the 
Executive Authority or any employeedeputed by him in this behalf 
free access to all parts of such shops and every facility for inspecting 
the same; 

(viii) That the licensee shall abide by the provisions of bye-laws 
and Rules 17 to 27 and 31 of the Panchayat Market Rules 1954. as 
if his market was a public market. 

21. A license issued may be suspended or withdrawn at the 
discretion of the Panchayat whenever any of the above conditions are 
broken .

A breach or an abetment of a breach of any of the above 
bye-laws shall be punishable with fine which may extend to fifteen 
rupees and when the breach is a continuing one, with a further fine 
which may extend to five rupees for every day , after the first during 
which the breach continues .
